WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The contin- 
ued improvement in the condition of Sen- 
ator Benjamin R. Tillman of South Caro- 
lina has inspired renewed hope of ulti- 
mate recovery from his present serious 
In the opinion of his physicians, 
are now much in his favor.

make their trips for collection from the 
sub-stations, complaint was lodged with 
the United States Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

About 375 cars have been put out of 
service by the rioters since the beginning 
of the strike, but the damage to most of 
the cars consists of broken windows and 
vestibules. The loss is estimated at be- 
tween S3an.000 and $40,000, 

About 150 arrests have been made since 
the beginning of the strike on charges of 
inciting to riot and disoraer:y conduct. 
Most of the rioters were boys of from 
17 to 19. Those accused of inciting to riot 
were held for court, while most of the 
others were finew or committed to the 
House of Correction for thirty days. 

It was declared by officials of the Rapid 
Transit Company that no compromise will 
be considered. No conference has been 
requested by the strike leaders. Rumors 
that Senator Penrose or State Senator 
McNichol might be induced to act as a 
mediator were mct with the statement 
that no mediation from any source will 
be considered by the company. 

Timohty Healy, Internationa] President 
of the Staiionary Engineers and Fire- 
mens’ Union, is expected to arrive in this 
city to-morrow morning and a strike of 
tiie power house men is expected to fol- 
low his arrival. 

Rioting in Centre of City. 

Rioting in the heart of the business sec- 
tion of the the attempted burning of 
another car, and many petty attacks by 
strike sympathizers led the police officials 
to enlarge their force by every expedient.

' ‘** No,’’ said Mr. Orr, in his room at the 
boreebe spam Hotel, ‘we haven't the 
‘slightest kind of a hold on the men here. 
| But we are busy now organizing New 
| Jersey, which is one of the poorest union 
| States ‘tn the country, and we have organ- 
jized Yonkers immediately on the north, 
SO we Muy be said to have a foothold. 
The tractior companies here discharge 
‘their men the minute they find them talk- 
ling of forming ufhions. That has made 
iNew Yoik the most difficult of all cities 
but we are geiting ready to 
tackle it. The movement has gained 
too steadily and too universally tu be 
beaten back here.

SUMMIT, N. J., Feb. 21.—The Board of 
Education of Summit voted to-night six 
to three to discontinue the services of 
Miss Louise Connolly as Superintendent 
of Schools after the c¥ose of the present 
school year in June. The decision was 
greeted with hoots, jeers, and hisses from 
150 citizens who attended the public meet- 
ing of the board, held in Public School 1. 

There were shouts of approval and long 
continued applause when Lemuel Skid- 
more, one of the three members who voted 
for Miss Connolly, rose at the conclusion 
of the reading of the majority report, in 
which the Superintendent was criticised, 
and declared: 

“Some one has borne 
against his neighbor.”’ 

Mr. Skidmore read forty letters from 
prominent citizens, members of the State 
Teachers’ Association, and clubwomen, 
protesting against the removal of Miss 
Connolly. It was freely charged in these 
letters and in a petition which was read 
that the board was about to remove Miss 
Connolly because the board wished to 
have a man Superintendent. 

The reading of the majority report of 
President George Hill of the board was 
greeted with such vigorous evidences of 
disapproval that Horace Dean, one of the 
majority, moved that the board adjourn 
to a smaller room and conduct its hear- 
ing in private. This suggestion was hoot- 
ed, and Mm Skidmore declared that since |; 
the public had been invited to the board 
meeting it would be bad faith for the 
board to exclude them from its delibera- 
tions. 

The vote taken showed Mr. Skidmore, 
Bert Underwood, and R. M. Gow in favor 
of Miss C onnolly, and President Hill, Mr. 
Deun, Morris A. Tyng, John J. Lane, 
Miles M. Sherwood, and Dr. R. D. Baker 
against her. The ‘minority submitted a 
report that Miss Connolly be re-engaged 
for two vears. 

President Hill told the meeting that he 
had become convinced that Miss Con- 
nolly was ineffic Ent as a Superintendent. 
The members of the board who thought 
as he did had engaged a New York ex- 
cag to investigate the schools, and he 
1ad reported that the Summit schools 
were not so good as the other schools in 
Union County. The method of teaching 
was defective, he said, and the attend- 
ance and tardiness records showed that 
tne discipline was not of the best. He 
admitted tnat if the choice lay between 
Miss Connolly and a man of equal ability 
he would choose the man. 

An effort will be made by Miss Con-] 
nolly’s partisans to force the board to re- 
consider its action.

ATTORNEY GENERAL EXPLAINS. 


Tax._Is on Gross Earnings Within 
Minnesota in Lieu of Other Levies. 


By Telegraph to the Editor of THp NEW 
Yor« TIMES. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 21.—The four 
branches of the Great Northern and Chi- 
cago Great Western Railways were terri- 
torial roads holding charters from terri- 
torial Legislatures. These charters fixed 
the percentages of gross earnings which 
the roads were to pay in lieu of other 
taxation at 3 per cent. in the case of the 
Great Northern and 2 per cent. in the case 


of the Great Western. The Legislature 
of the State in 1903 passed an act which 
declared that thereafter all roads in the 
State should pay 4 per cent. of their gross 
earnings in Heu of other taxation. These 
two roads claimed to be exempt from the 
operation of this act by reason of the 
provisions of their Territorial charters. 
The court holds they are not. 

Under the law of Minnesota all rail- 
roads pay this pases upon their 
gross earnings, that is, upon their gross 
earnings derived from traffic wholly 
within the State, and also on that propor- 
tion of their gross earnings outside of the 
State represented ht the proportion which 
their mileage within the State bears to 
their total mileage. The State is not con- 
cerned with their net earnings. The de- 
cision should in nowise affect dividends.

In 1833 Georgia granted a charter to 
the Georgia Railroad Company, now the 
Georgia ilroad and Banking Company, 
to construct a ‘rail or turnpike road.’ 
This charter exempted the stock of the 
company. and its branches for seven 
years after the completion of the said 
railroads or any one of them, which 
“after that shall be subject to a tax of 
not exceeding one-half per cent. per an- 
num on the net proceeds of their invest- 
ments,”’ 

The State sought to levy: other taxes. 
The United States District Court for the 
Northern District of Georgia issued an 
injunction enjoining the levy. 

Justice Lurton said that the court was 
of the opinion that the charter exempted 
the investments of the company. As 
to the franchise, the court held that 
the franchise was a part of the property 
and the property not being subject to a 
property tax therefore a part of it could 
not be taxed. 


ALABAMA TAX DISALLOWED. 


Supreme Court Says Southern Rail- 
way Need Not Pay Franchise Levy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Reversing the 
decision of the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama, the Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day declared unconstitutional, 
as applied to the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, the Alabama statute levying an an- 
nual franchise tax on foreign corporations 
doing business in the State. The court 
held it was an improper discrimination 
— foreign and domestic corpora- 

ons. 

The constitutionality of the Alabama 
statute, passed March 7, 1907, was raised 
by the Southern Railway Company, after 
it had been required to Bw Pray as its 
annual franchise tax. é City Court of 
Birmingham, in which the suit was 
brought by the road to recover the tax, 
gave a judgment against the railroad, 
and the Supreme Court of Alabama in 
affirming that decision held the law con- 
stitutional. 

The game decision was given in the 
suits of the Louisville & Nashville Raii- 
road Company and other railroads for the 
recovery of the taxes paid under the law. 


KILLS ARKANSAS TRUST LAW. 














Supreme Court Says License Fee for 
Foreign Corporations Is Invalid. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 21.—Another State 
law, that of Arkansas, seeking to impose 
an incorporation fee on foreign organiza- 
tions according to the capital stock, was 
to-day declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. The 
law was known as the Wingo act. ‘The 
case was decided on the same reasoning 
given for declaring a similar Kansas law 
void. 

The decision of the court on the con- 
stitutionality of law was announced by 
Justice Harian. The point came up in the 
suit of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company to enjoin the Secretary of State 
of Arkansas from ousting the company 
for failure to pay the fee. The action of 
the lower Federal court in permanently 
enjoining the Secretary of State was af- 
firmed by the court, 

At the same ifme Justice Day announced 
the opinion of the court reversing the 
lower Federal court, which dismissed the 
suit of the Western Union to enjoin 
the prosecuting attorneys in the State 
from collecting penalties under the stat- 
ute. This suit was dismissed on the 
ground that it was suit against the 
State.

The Collectors of Internal Revenue 
throughout the country have the option 
of demanding currency if they so desire. 
It is understood that some of the Col- 
lectors in other districts will demand cash 
for the payment of the tax. 

The matter of inventory has been a 
stumbling block for many of the corpora- 
tions’ which have been trying to get up 
their reports in time for filing by the first 
of March, as required py law. It is not 
odd, then, that the following question 
has been frequently asked Collector An- 
derson and his men: 

‘How shall the ‘ equivalent ° of an in-

“The ‘equivalent,’ or approximate in- 
ventory, must be submitted with the re- 
turn on the regularly provided form and 
verified under .oath by the Treasurer or 
principal financial officer of the corpora-

The greatest difficulty encountered by 
the corporations in making their inven- 
tories lies in the fact that most corpora- 
tions take their inventories as of the 
fiscal year, whereas the tax law requires 
that the inventory shall be taken as of 
Jan. 1, and Dec. 31 of the same 
year.

James A, Currie of Midwood, Sheeps- 
head Bay, whose wife says he is in the 
West, failed to telegraph the police yes- 
terday denying their statement that he is 
the man held in the Tombs under the 
name of Charles alias ‘‘ Red’’ Adams as 
a swindler. 





Post Office Inspector O’Brien, who has 
charge of the Government’s case against 
Adams, says it is immaterial to the pros- 
ecuticn whether the police positively iden- 
tify Adams as the respectable Mr. Currie 
of Midwood or not, as the Post Office In- 
spectors have establisned his identity as 
‘‘ Bostetter,”’ one of the most notorious 
gold brick operators in the country. 

* Bostetter’”’ is down in the records as 
having played an international gold brick 
game in every known variation, working 
ulways witn one or more assistants. The 
Inspectors think that his operations have 
hetted him and his confederates close to 
$1,000,0000, most of jt gathered in on 
cither a sick Indian or a sick miner story. 

rhe last hope of Adams to esenpe trial 
on the seven indictments found against 
him was dissipated yesterday when Judge 
Hough in the criminal branch of the 
United States Circuit Court overruled 
the demurers interposed in his hehalf. 

According to the gold brmecxk meinod as 
outlined before the court, a letter is sent 
to some person. known to have died 
shortly betore, calling his attention to a 
fictitious service he did at some time in 
the remote past to a sick Inctan or a sick 
miner. The letter purports to be from 
this beneficiary of the kindness, and goes 
on to notify the one-time benefactor that 
the man he helped is now brimming over 
with gratitude, and, moreover, is anxious 
to show it in the form of an offer to sel] 
to the benefactor several hundred shares 
in a new mine in which he has just 
struck it rich. The price for the shares is 
of course to be nominal—noizing at all 
near their real or market value. 

Lawyer Charles R. Craig, for the ac- 
cused, attacked the indictments on the 
ground that since it was obviously im- 
possible for a man to have correspondence 
with himself it was equally impossible 
for him to have it with a dead man. He 
held that if these indictments were 
sustained all legal transactions through 
the mails could be brought under sus- 
picion as swindling transactions, since 
any commercial stock might deteriorate 
in value until it was not worth the price 
put on it at the time of sale. 

In commenting upon these contentions 
Judge Hough said that it must always be 
assumed, in order to bring the offense 
within the green goods law, that the cor- 
respondence was not opened for mutual 
profit, but for swindling purposes, and 
that the sender of the letter had devised 
a scheme or artifice to defraud before 
transmitting it by means of the mails. 





consisted: in the use of the mails with in- 
tent to defraud, and was not affected by 
the success or failure’of the scheme. 

‘It maybe assumed,” he said, ‘** that 
the letters sent were wholly ineffective in 
carrying out.the alleged scheme, and yet 
if the'scheme did exist, and the letters, 
harmless in themselves, were sent with 
the intent of carrying the scheme into 
effect the crime alleged in the indict- 
ments was committed. In my judgment 
all the indictments allege such a 
scheme. 

‘It is notorious,” Judge Hough con- 
tinued, ‘‘ that schemes of this Kind are 
likely to deceive persons of common 
sense, and it is equally obvious that the 
more remote the situs of the alleged fort- 
unes are the more likely such schemes 
are to deceive, and the more necessary 
to their success is the United States mail 
service.”’ 

The trial has been set for to-morrow 
morning. Witnesses agaiust Adams, who 
was arrested in the Broadway Central 
Hotel on Dec. 22, have been brought from 
France and England. It is said that he 
lured several Englishmen to this country 
in the belief that they were to receive 
shares in fabulously wealthy British Co- 
lumbian mines.

WORK OF JEWS IN THE ARCTIC. 


Referred to atAnnual Meeting of Amer- 
Ican Jewish Historical Society. 


The American Jewish Historical So- 
ciety held the opening session of its eigh- 
teenth annual meeting at the New York 
Historical Society last night. Two other 
sessions of the society will be held, one 
this morning at 1030 o’clock and the 
closing one at 3 o’clock this afternoon. {| 
Dr.» Cyrus -Adler of Philadelphia, the 
President of the society, was in the chair. 
Papers were read by the Rev. Dr, David 
De Sola Pool, Lee M. Friedman of Bos- 
ton, Prof. Jacobs, and Max Kohler. 

Dr. Pool described Cotton Mather as an 
earnest rabbinical student, but said there | 
were many errors in translation, of which 
even the most learned scholars were guil- 
ty, including Mather himself. | 

Mr. Friedman outlined the struggle be- 
tween the Protestant and Catholic parties 
in England in the latter years of the reign 
of Charles II., and traced the struggle 
down to 1680, when Francesca De Faria 
delivered ‘‘a large narrative’’ of Popish 
plots to the House of Lords, and received 
as a result an allowance of forty shillings 
a week. De Faria, the speaker said, was, 
a Portuguese Jew, born in America, proba- 
bly in Brazil. 

Prof. Jacobs said that when Capt. C. F. 
Hall in: 1871 announced his intention to 
seek the pole he was joined by a man 
named Emil Bessils, a-physician. Another 
Jew, Sergt. F. Meyer, one of Bessils’s con- 
temporaries, in 1872 reached on foot 82.09, | 
the farthest north. up to that time. An 
other Jewish name connected with arctic 
discovery’ was that of Edward Israel, an 
American, who perished in Greely’s ex- 
pedition in 1881, and-Angelo Heilpron, the 
intrepid investigator of Mount Pelee, per- 
sonally conducted, an expedition to relieve 
Peary in 1892.

EIGHT HURT IN CRASH 
QF ELEVATED TRAINS 


Third Avenue Line Tied Up for 
Three Hours by a Col- 
lision in the Fog. 








MOTORMAN’S FIRST MISHAP 





Bond, Twenty Years In Service, Says 
Signals Weren't Set to Show 
First Train Had Stopped.

After coming to a standstill at 175th 


nué station, to allow a train further north 
to cut off two cars at the station, a north- 
bound seven-car train of the Third Ave- 
nue Elevated Road was run into by an- 
other northbound train at 10:15 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The two trains were 
telescoped, nearly half of the rear car on| 
the first train beimg demolished, together 
with the platform of the car that rammed 
it. Every window in Ahe two’ adjoining 
cars of. either train whe, Sattered. 

Only because the rear car of the first 
train happened to be empty was loss of 
life avoided. But eight persons in the 
front car of the ramming train, including 
the motorman, were injured by broken 
glass and splinters of débris. Traffic 
on the Third Avenue Elevated Road 
north of 16)st Street, was cut off for three 


road yards. The second train, which 
was following on a straight stretch about 
200 yards behind, was in charge of Bond, 
the motorman, and Robert Johnson of 
181 East 107th Street. conductor. The 
morning was a bit misty, and Bond failed 
to see the train ahead before he was 
almost upon it. Then he put on the 
brakes, but the momentum of his train 
carried jt forward with searcely abated 
speed, and it crashed full into the trailer 
of the stalled train. 

There was a roar, followed by a crunch. 
ing of wood and steel that could be heard 
for blocks as the ramming train ate its 
way into about a third of the car ahéad. 
Fortunately that car was quite empty. 
Both its platforms and the rear third of 
its body were crunched into splinters. 
Bond's car had its front platform and 
motorman's box crushed in, he himself 
escaping by wedging his way through the 
side window between the window sash 
and the wreckage of the platform frame. 

There were about ten passengers in 
the front car. All of them -were thrown 
from their seats, and eight cut by splint- 
ers and shattered glass. The demolished 
trailer, with its front end stove in, bucked 
high up against the car\ ahead, carrying 
it far out toward the southbound track, 
where it toppled aslant, all but ready to 
fall. 

The noise of the crash and the cries of 
the injured and of hysterical women and 
children in both’ trains drew a crowd on 
the streets below. Employes from _the 
Tremont Avenue Station and the 174th 
Street Station ran along the tracks to 
help the train guards guide the passen- 
gers out of the wrecked cars. Policemen 
Nerney and Haggerty, who were on the 
platform of the third car of the ramming 
train, assisted in the work, and helped 
the motorman, Bond, to the: Tremont Ave- 
nue Station. 

All the passengers had been removed 
from the trains when the‘reserves from 
five precincts arrived under Inspector 
Flood. A telephone call had brought out 
also Hook and Ladder Company 27, and 
a ladder was raised from the street to the 
elevated tracks that the firemen might 
search the wreckage for possible other 
victims. They found none. All of the 
injured, except: Bond and Morlina, were 
attended in the elevated station by Drs. 
Kinsler and Grossman of Fordham Hos- 
ital.

hospital. Later both were discharged, 
and Bond -was taken a prisoner to the

Board of Tax Commissioners against the 
Fulton Street Railroad Company for the 
years from 1901 to 1908 were confirmed 
yesterday in the Supreme Court by Jus- 
tice O’Gorman.

The 
bitterness of the tariff struggle illus- 
trates that closer calculations are being 
made on all sides, and the trusts are 
not alone in being called upon to jus- 
tify their economic position. It is none 
too soon for the ultimate consumer to 
face the problem. Every head of a 
family should know whether he can af- 
ford to patronize a trust. ‘If he cannot 
that trust is doomed more certainly 
than by any statute.

A more 
interesting feature of the proclamation 
giving this news is’ the incidental an- 
nouncement by Mrs. JoHun SHERWOOD, the 
leader in the movement which has result- 
ed in the club’s adoption of the Sunday- 
opening policy, that its chief beneficiaries 
ere and should be called, not ‘‘ working 
girls,”” but “ young ladies employed.” 

The more familiar appellation, it seems, 
‘hurts their feelings and separates them 
from women in more fortunate circum- 
stances.’” Perhaps so; Mrs. SHERWOOD 
presumably knows, since she speaks as ii 
there were no doubt on the subject, but 
one cannot help wondering if the ‘“‘ young 
ladies employed "* will not feel that her 
own use of the phrase *‘ women in more 
fortunate circumstances" is also a bit 
invidious and disjunctive. It at least 
hints an abandonment of the word “lady ”’ 
by those to whom it has been more often 
applied in the past, and thelr present 
contentment with the word “ woman’”’ as 
the one of the two that Is nowadays the 
less widely applied. 

It is a fact, of course, that “lady” has 
seen its best days. Originally the fem- 
inine form of ‘ lord,’”’ {t then had a defi- 
nite and recognized meaning, which it 
long since lost. <As its estate has fallen 
that of ‘‘ woman” hag risen.

its Nature as It Will Be Disclosed in 
| Operation. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An excise tax, roughly speaking, is an in- 
divect tax on rights, privileges, and fran- 
chises, as distinguished from a direct tax as- 
sessed upon real or personal property. Under 
the lmitations of the Constitution of the 
United States an excise tax must be uniform 
and a direct tax must be apportioned accord- 
ing to representation among the several States. 

Now let us see how this Corporation Tax law 
operates practically and what the results will 
show ag to the real mature of the tax, and 
whether it can be said to violate the constitu- 
tional limitations. Assume that Mr. A. con- 
ducts a retail grocery business as an individual 
and his net profits are $5,100 per year. Mr. B. 
conducts a similar business on the next corner, 
but has had his business incorporated, owns 
all the stock except qualification shares, and 
his net profits are also $5,100. The individual 
and the corporation are competitors in busi- 
ness, and have the same legal rights to the 
ownership of property and the Income from it, 
but Mr. B.'s company pays ths Government 
$51 and Mr. A. pays it nothing. It is said 
that the tax is levied on Mr. B.’s company 
because it has the right to do business as a 
corporation, which gives it certain advantages 
over the individual. But the corporation en- 
joys no advantage over the individual in_re- 
spect of its rights to the ownership of property 
or to the use of the income from it, The tax 
may be technically uniform assuming that all 
corporations are treated alike. It is not unl- 
form, however, in its practical effect, and Is 
an unjust and arbitrary discrimination tn favor 
of the Individual. 

But are all corporations treated alike? Take 
this case: The A. B. Company manufactures 
hardware. It has mortgaged its plant for 
$209,000 at 6 per cent., and issued $100,000 of 
full paid capital/stock. The C. D. Company is 
engaged in the sare business in the 
same locality. It also has mortgaged its plant 
for $200,000 at 6 per cent., but has issued 
$200,000 of full paid stock. Assume that both 
companies have earned in the same year only 
enough to pay operating expenses and the In- 
terest on their bonded indebtedness, amounting 
$12,000. Neither. company, 
therefore, has any net income. But this law 
says, among other things, that a deduction 
from gross income may be made for “‘ interest 
actually paid within the year on its bonded or 
other indebtedness to an amount of such bond- 
ed and other indebtedness not exceeding the 
paid-up capital stock-outstanding at the close 
of the year.”’ It follows, therefore, that the 
C. D. Company, having a capital stock equal 
to the amount of its indebtedness, may deduct 
all of the interest on its mortgage, leaving 
nothing to base the tax upon, while the A. B. 
Company, having only half as much stock as 
debts, mav only deduct $6,000 of its interest 
item, leaving $6,000 upon which it must pay & 
tax of $60.

In my long experience as district nurse T have 
come to realize that inebriates are desperately 
sick beings, and are quite as much in need of 
humane treatment as epileptics and those suf- 
fering from other serious diseases. Sut the al- 
holics are in most cases thrown out to make 
the round of workhouse and jail, often to 
wander about, homeless and wretched, always 
“a menace to the community and a disgrace to 
the country in which they are possible. . 

The State provides refuges for epileptics, the 
insane, the feeble minded, and oihers in need 
of care, but the chronic inebriate, In some re- 
spects the most miserable of all, is dishonored 
and despised and left often to die in station 
houses or on the streets. Why not gather these 
afflicted ones into State colonies, as Mr. Bailey 
8. Burritt and other enlightened men have sug- 
gested, where they can have proper medical 
supervision, wholesome food, cleanliness. and 
other helpful influences, especially work-in the 
open alr when possible, In this way many 
could be cured and all saved from the depths 
of suffering and degradation into which they 
usually sini.

A Physician Differs with Prof. Thomas 
About Its Limitations. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Do you expect your readers to accept serl- 
ously Prof. Thomas’s interview on ‘* Should 
Woman Have Work Outside the Home?” as 
reported in your magazine section to-day? If 
s0, some of them would be interested to know 
something of the home environment of the dis- 
tinguished professor who without hesitation 
startles us with the assertion that ‘‘a child 
is only an incident in the life of a woman.” 
There will be a strong tendency to question 
the accuracy of his statement that ‘* physi- 
ologically women are stronger than ‘ 
Surely he must support such a statement with 
something more convincing than citing the 
difference in longevity, which, to the most 
superficial thinker, is due obviously to differ- 
ence in surroundings and occupation rather 
than to superior physiological endurance. That 
woman {s endowed with the privilege of the 
highest - physiological function and that, nor- 
mally, she is qualified successfully to perform 
it, are facts which have no special bearing 
upon the professor’s contention, 

The coming of the child and the responsibill- 
ties which it entails will ‘not be dismissed 4s 
a mere incident in the life of a woman. Such 
a statement cannot be reconciled with the find- 
ings of those who have made a careful study 
of the problems of the home and who report 
that the children, especially the first child. 
absorb so much of the mother’s tims and at- 
tention that the husband is justified in com- 
plaining of neglect, and that unfortunate re- 
lations in the home sometimes follow as a di- 
rect result. Such devotion is unwise and not 
uncommon, The inspiration of the true mother 
is love, and her most efficient service is that 
directed in the care and training of her off- 
spring, as those who have been deprived of it 
and those who have been blessed with it will 
sincerely testify. As to whether the bearing 
of a family with the responsibility of properly 
irecting the active, impressionable mind, as 
well as combating evil tendencies, @ither in- 
stinctive or acquired, the caring for the home 
and making it a place from which should 
radiate the strongest and most wholesome in- 
fluences of our social and elvic life, the role 
of being a helpful companion, are rot duties 
worthy 6f—and, if properly performed, do not 
demand—a woman’s best effort, is a question 
which has been answered affirmatively by deed 
and word since civilization began, by the wo- 
man who saw clearly and comprehended her 
highest privilege. Such women have found it 
neither profitable nor desirable to relegate these 
duties to others less competent, while they 
themselves attempted to qualify as ‘‘ profes- 
sionals’’ in a ‘‘\man-made world.”’ 

Most of your readers, I believe, will be re- 
luctant to admit that the chief malady of 
woman is underwork. The Anglo-Saxon wo- 
man is naturally ambitious. This character- 
istic has made an impression upon literature 
and history, and we are experiencing more pro- 
nounced evidence of it to-day than perhaps 
in any former time. If a criticism were 
made, it would he that her ambition Is fre- 
quently misdirected.

absence of facilities for treating persons who 
have been bitten by rabid dogs, the treatment, 
according to the theory cf Mr. Coleridge, being 
responsible for the disease. 

Of course there are facilities for administer 
ing the Pasteur treatment in England, but 
let that pass. Mr. Coleridge is certainly 
aware that on account of the ravages of 
hydrophobla !n England Mr. Walter Long, 
the Secretary of the Board of Agriculture, 
muzzled every dog itn the country (except 
foxhounds) some dozen years ago, and made 
it impossible to import dogs except after a 
six months’ quarantire. This, and this alons, 
is responsible for England's immunity from 
hydrophobia. 

As the muzzling orders threatened at 


time to bring about a 
on the part of dog owners, Mr. Coleridge 
cannot by any possibility be ignorant of these 
facts. Is it not discreditable that 
sectionists should have to adopt such 
as this to win converts? But those who re- 
member Mr. Coleridge as the defendant in 
a former libel suit, when he was mulcted 
in heavy damages, will not need this latest 
illustration of his methods of propaganda.

Sole Support for Forty Years, 
Says Joseph H. Choaée. 








937,833 VISITORS LAST YEAR 





One Bequest of $90,000 Withdrawn Be- 
cause of Sunday Opening, but the 
Trustees Don’t Regret it. 





The Metropolitan Art Museum celebrat- 
ed its fortieth anniversary yvesterday with 
a meeting of the Board of Trustees, fol- 
lowed by one of the Corporation of the 
Museum. Tea was served at the close of 
the meeting, with Mrs. Joseph Choate 
and Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan at the table. 
An historical resumé of the werk of the 
Museum was given by Joseph H. Choate, 
the only surviving member of the original 
Board of Trustees. Robert W. dé Forest, 
the Secretary, presided. Prof. George F. 
Comfort, Director of the Syracuse Mu- 
seum, and a member of the committee 
formed in 1869 to organize the Museum; 
Park Commissioner Stover, and Dr. Hd- 
ward Robinson, acting Director of the 
Museum in the absence of Sir Purdon 
Clarke, also spoke. 

‘Not one dollar of public money has 
gone into the collections of the Museum,” 
said Mr. Choate. ‘ Everything in the 
Museum has been a gift or bought with 
money given for the work of the Mus 
seum, This generosity is a distinctively 
American habit, characteristic of the peo- 
yle, and [ hope it , alway 3 
ple, é pe it may always continue. 

Park Commissioner Stover was receive@ 
with applause when he said that nothin 
had ever awakened his affections as ha 
the Metropolitan Art Museum, and when 
he said that it would be well if the city 
should pay all the expense—$306, for 
the maintenance of the Museum. He als 
referred to the meeting which was hel 
for the consideration ot the Sunday open. 
ing of the Museum which he attended, ace 
companying the Rev. Dr. Rainsford, then 
rector ef St. George’s Church, carrying 
the people’s petition for the opening with 
§0,000 siznatures. 

“That decision was made and {t cost 
the Museum considerable money in lege 
acies, if I am not mistaken,’ remarked 
Mr. Stover. 
ee Yes, it did,” commented Mr. de Form 
‘‘ But it brought the Museum a great 
deal of good,’’ continued Mr. Stover,

Through the Whirlpool

CROWDS AT GARDEN SHOW 





One of the sensations of the Motor Boat 
Show is the * Rabbit's Foot,’’ exhibited 
by a Detroit firm, which will be sent 
down the rapids of Niagara next June. 
The boat is fitted with 150 water-tight 
cempartments in the body, and has been 
constructed so that it can be punctured 
125 times and stil] float. The distance 
the boat is expected to negotiate is seven 
and a quarter miles from the base of 
the falls to Lewiston, Antario. In the 
vast logs have been thrown in tpe rapids 
and after they entered the whirlpool were 
whirled around and around at a terrific 
speed until they stood on end, then sud- 
denly shot downward, not to appear again 
on the surface. It is commonly thought 
that there is a subterranean passage into 
Lake Erie, as none of these logs have 
ever been seen after their disappearance. 

The Rabbit’s Foot has been constructed 
so that ‘t can neither sink or be forced 
to the bottom. The main difficulty will 
be for the two men to stay in the boat. 
Special foot clamps and hand holds have 
been built, and when the passage is at- 
tempted the men will be fastened in such 
@ maner that they cannot be thrown out 
of the boat. OWing to the remarkable 
effects of the whirlpool the engines of 
the boat will be of little use when once 
the whirlpool itself is actually encoun- 
‘tered. and in fifteen minutes after the 
ines are cast off the occupants of the 
boat will reach Lewiston in safety or two 
tore livcs will be added to the list of 
those who have attempted the passage.

makes substantial concessions to the wide- 
spread demand for the inauguration of 
drastic primary reforms which it admits 
exists in all parts of the country. Here is 
a summary of what the committee recom- 
mends:

TO ENJOIN COAL COMPANIES. 


Government Opens Its Case Against 
Alleged Anthracite Combine. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 21.—Standing in 
the United States Circuit Court for five 
hours to-day, James C. McReynolds, 
special assistant to the United States 
Attorney General, unfolded the al- 
leged iniquities of the Anthracite Coal 
Trust, and cnarged that seven of the 
nine coal-carrying railroads entering the 


hard coal fields of Pennsylvania are in 
& conspiracy to stifle trade. On behalf 
of the Government he asked the court 
to issue an injunction to break up the 
alleged monopolistic control of the do- 
mestic fuel, and also pleaded‘ that the 
acquisitions by some of the railroads of 
stock in competing railroads and coal 
companies be declared a violation of the 
provisions of the Sherman Anti-Trust law. 

Mr. McReynolds laid great stress upon 
the part the Temple Iron Company has 
played in the coal fields, declaring that 
its organization clearly ‘showed a con- 
spiracy among the coal roads to control 
the anthracite trade to tidewater at New 
York. When independent mining compa- 
nies, tiring of high freight rates, proposed 
building an independent railroad to New 
York, Government counsel said the Tem- 
ple Iron Company. a smail concern, with 
a limitless charter in Pennsylvania, was 
purchased by the anthracite coal-carry- 
ing roads, they taking stock in proportion 
to the quantity of coal handled by them.

Grace H. G. Wahl had obtained a divorce 
from Guggenheim in Chicago in 1901, and 
received a settlement of $150,000, in lieu 
of alimony and dower rights.

ALBANY, Feb. 21.—Democratic Sena- 
tors took advantage again to-night of the 
fact that Senator Elihu Root and Gov. 
Hughes differ 4s to the wisdom of adopt- 
ing the proposed amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution to provide for an income 
tax. In transmitting the proposed amend- 
ment to the Legislature Gov. Hughes 
called attention to what he said was the 
grant of power to tax State and munici- 

| securities, and declared that the Leg- 
siature should withhold approval of the 
resoiution in its present form. Senator 
Root is on record in favor of the adoption 
of the amendment, and a resolution be- 
fore the State Senate, introduced by Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner of New York, ex- 
tends an invitation to Senator Root to 
come to Albany and address the Legisla- 
ture on the subject. 

Senator Wagner called up his resolution 
to-night, and Senator Davis moved that 
it be referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Tne Davis motion was adopted by a party 
vote, the Democrats opposing it. 

Senator Thomas F. Grady then moved 
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
